2. That the Japanese promise to 


lake steps to prevent a repetition of 
such incidents. 


3. That the persons responsible for 


Ihe arrests be punished. 


After giving the demands Tunage 


told Die Japanese that unless they 
complied with them he would not 
consider the incident closed and may 
carry it to higher authorities. 


It was the Japs wisli Wednesday 


to regard the incident closed. They 
refused to discuss it Thursday night.
